Like all 
other business .conducted on a mod- 
ern and successful ;plan it devotes 
considerable attention to its advertis- 
ing department. 
This bureau is ol 


inestimable assistance to the devel- 
opment of the state and to sucn help 
as Individuals are able to lend. It is 
of "course true that the railroad is 
not.-expending money for the main- 
tenance of this .department tor the 
benefit of the state alone, hut be- 
cause by taking a broad view of the 
situation, It sees indirect benefit to 
the road to be derived from the gen- 
eral; development of the state.
